JlROR  01  VCCEPTANCE  011  V \\  \KI)S  STATEMENT 

II  hen  the  slides  of  approximate lx  780  paintings  reached  m\  studio  I previewed  them.  I teamed  to  see  all  of  the 
works  before  I made  any  decisions.  From  that  point  on  it  was  a case  oj  removing  those  slides  that  didn't  hold  up  very 
well  a lien  compared  to  the  other  slides.  II  hen  the  number  teas  pared  down  to  350.  all  of  which  were  very  good 
paintings.  I knew  m\  task  tumid  become  progressively  more  difficult  as  I cut  them  doten  to  the  required  one  hundred. 

I ike  most  artists  who  submit  their  u ork  to  a competition  I've  often  a ondered  what  caused  my  painting  to  be  rcfccteil.  No  one  ever  told  me. 
Since  I can  't  do  that  for  you  either,  what  I can  do  is  share  with  you  the  thoughts  that  run  through  my  head  as  I look  at  your  painting.  Before 
doing  that  I a ill  stale  the  obvious.  There  is  no  one  standard  that  guides  all  jurors  during  selection  anil  awards.  Each  juror  brings  to  the  task  his 
or  her  subjective  standards  that  result  in  the  choices  they  make. 

Same  of  the  arts,  such  as  a play  or  a movie,  require  a period  oj  time  in  order  for  the  viewer  to  grasp  their  meaning.  Such  is  not  the  t use 
with  a painting  The  i isual  effect  of  a painting  is  projected  immediately.  That  means  the  first  impression  I get  is  usually  the  one  that  lingers  on 
in  my  mind.  That  being  the  case,  the  design  of  your  piece  requires  an  effective  distribution  of  color,  value  and  shape  on  your  painted  surface. 

Hong  icitli  unit  design  oilier  factors  contribute  to  u hat  I see  and  feel  about  your  picture.  Is  it  an  original  statement  and  does  it  project  a 
fat  arable  esthetic  presence:  If  the  work  is  unique,  reaches  out  to  unexplored  nett  territory  anil  also  protides  me  nourishment  for  my  soul,  your 
painting  trill  gel  high  marks. 

I lie  starling  point  for  reaching  all  of  these  ideals  is  craftsmanship.  It  is  not  possible  to  accomplish  it  lint  I'm  suggesting  without  many  hours 
of  practice  in  the  handling  of  your  medium.  Eventually  your  knowledge  of  craft  t till  allou  you  to  direct  your  attention  toward  the  highest  levels 
of  creative  expression.
